OKLAHOMA CITY — Oklahoma, 
the Sootier state, and among the 
last admitted to the union, pio­ 
neered today in a new field—that 
of wage-hour regulations for men 
as well as women and minora. 
Labor codes for eight industries, 
scheduled to go into effect May I. 
have been mailed to employers. 
Approximately 300,000 workers will 
be affected by the regulations. 
Several states have wage-hour 
regulations for women and minora 
but Oklahoma was the first to draw 
codes for men 
Office Workers Included 
Industries affected are the laun­ 
dry". dry cleaning, garage and fill­ 
ing station, hotel, retail store clerks, 
wholesale mercantile, restaurant and 
cafe, and office building help. 
The wage boosts vary from $2 to 
$10 weekly in most instances. Men 
a re to receive more pay and scales 
have been fixed according to the 
population of the city, similar to 
the defunct National Recovery Ad 
ministration plan. 
Gov *. W Marland, W A. Pat 
Murphy, state labor commissioner, 
and Andrew Fraley, chairman of 
the alate 
industrial commission, 
will govern the regulations. The 
three finally adopted the codes that 
were approved by committees of 
employes, employers and representa­ 
tives of the public. 
Penalties Up to IIM 
Penalty for violation of any of 
the regulations is a fine of not leas 
than $25 and not more than HOO 
The Oklahoma legislature passed 
the minimum wage-maximum hour 
iww last May shortly after the Su­ 
preme Court had upheld the New 
York and Washington state laws 
regarding women. The Oklahoma 
lawmakers ventured a step further 
and deckled to include men in 
their regulations. 
Attorney" General MicQ William­ 
son has held tile Oklahoma law 
constitutional in all respects. Op­ 
ponents of the law have Indicated 
they may contest its legality. How­ 
ever, no test case has been filed.
